RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


At no time since the demise of James G. 
Blaine have we heard so much about pros- 
pective reciprocity treaties and negotiations 
to that effect as just at present. Sir Wilfried 
Laurier has arrived in the National Capital, 
was received by the President and is at this 
moment most probably busily engaged in nego- 
tiations for a reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and British North America. 
The French ambassador, M. Paternotre, is re- 
ported as exceedingly ambitious to conclude 
au similar treaty for France before he retires 
from his post and assumes his duties in Mad- 
rid, where he is transferred. The new Ger- 
man ambassador, Dr. von Holleben, is au- 
thorized to open immediately after his near 
arrival in Washington, negotiations for Ger- 
many for another reciprocity treaty with the 
United States, and others will follow. Very 
naturally so, because, with high protective 
tariffs like those in the late McKinley and in 
the recent Dingley act, international arrange- 
ments appear to be absolutely necessary to 
maintain and increase’ international 
merce, 


com- 


The meat and provision trade is very much 
interested in the progress of these negotia- 
tions. If Germany hopes for reductions in 
the duty on beet-root sugar and on wines, she 
will have to meet us not only in a corres- 
ponding reduction in the duty imposed upon 
our breadstuffs and provisions, but principal- 
ly also in a modification of the restrictions al- 
most amounting to an embargo, placed upon 
our pork products. If France expects to re- 
similar and like 
Eastern neighbor, she will have not less to re- 
consider and forego the very serious restric- 
tions upon American provisions which in the 
interest of local French producers interfere 
almost to a standstill with trade in those 
American products. If, for instance, no beef 
or pork, or canned meats, or lard, or butter, 
or oleomargarine, or cottolene can be im- 
ported into France without a certificate that 
the contents after inspection have been found 
to be free from adulteration, and if such re- 
strictions are applied to each individual pack- 
age, it brings forth such an amount of annoy- 
ance and expense that the life must be crush- 
ed out from all trade. How would it please 
France if President McKinley, as he has the 
power, would proclaim similar friendly regu- 
lations for French preserved meats and wines 
and delicacies? This would, indeed, be reci- 
procity with a vengeance.

And now, as to our neighbors, who evident- 
ly still prefer British rule to American annex- 
ation, but are by no means averse to Ameri- 
can products, of which they bought in the 
last year not less than $66,000,000 worth, 
furnishing us in the same period only about 
$40,000,000 worth of their products. We re- 
member that former attempts of Canadian 
commissioners to negotiate reciprocity under 
the rule of the McKinley tariff were not re- 
ceived with favor by the American govern- 
ment. Mr. Blaine, then Secretary of State, 
and Mr. Harrison’s chief adviser in those 
questions, rejected even the suggestion of 
reciprocity. Since that time our relations 
with the British neighbor have everything 
but improved. There has been almost per- 
petual impetus for irritation, not the least 
from our handling of the immigration laws, 
principally the famous contract labor law, 
which led to an outspoken retaliatory act of 
Canada. Klondike affairs have most recent- 
ly not improved on this condition. Sir Wil 
fried will indeed need supreme diplomatic 
skill if he wants to succeed with our govern- 
ment, notwithstanding the existence of natn- 


ral conditions which point most strongly to 
the necessity of the friendliest relations for 


ANOTHER SCARE. 


Our markets were hardly relieved from the 
yellow fever scare as the bears in their fran- 
tic efforts to make an impression created an- 
other seare, still more unfounded, but unfor- 
tunately also still more apt to unbalance 
credulous minds. In the early part of this 
week all kind were set afloat. A harmless 
and perhaps thoughtless resolution passed by 
the highly respectable and certainly well- 
meaning New York Chamber of Commerce 
asking for better coast defenses was made 
the starting point for rumors of impending 
dangers. The fact that unfortunate Spain 
had just at that time to reply to a note from 
the United States in reference to still more 
unfortunate Cuba, gave to sensational news- 
papers the fervently wished for opportunity 
to play on the imagination of their readers, 
to furnish tables of comparison of the fleets 
of these and other nations. People who 
wanted to sell, joined hands with those who 
wanted to buy cheap in the pretence of be- 
lieving the silliest stories and the stock mar- 
ket actually yielded considerably to this 
pressure. But only the stock market. The 
provision market, which ought to have been 
impressed by war rumors in an opposite di- 
did not respond at all and showed 
no inclination to an increase, proving by that 
in a rather creditable way that the dealers 
in provisions are after all not so easily to be 
deceived. 

In fact, there has never been any doubt, 
and is now less than ever that the war 
rumors did not have the least foundation. 
Poor Spain has more than enough troubles 
on her hands to plunge into any kind of 
hazardous and ruinous undertakings. As to 
the New York Chamber of Commerce and 
their fine resolution, our London contempo- 
rary disposes of them very properly with the 
following remarks: “No doubt. if the whole 
British navy were recalled from the ends of 
the earth it might put a few shells into Wall 
street, into Brooklyn, and even into Jersey 
City; but it could not pass through Long Is 
land Sound, and it never could get anywhere 
near Hell Gate. Great Britain, however, has 
something else to do than to clear the world 
of her ships in order to inflict a fine on New 
York. But when the Wall street bear wants 
a pretext for a scare anything comes handy.” 

And finally as to the general condition of 
affairs, Lord Salisbury very pointedly stated 
again at the lord mayor’s banquet, November 
9, that the very strength and terribleness of 
the huge armaments in Burope contain their 
own guarantee of peace. Great Britain’s 


nremier used the following remarkable words: 
“One hope we have of preventing the compe- 
tition of armaments among European powers 
ending in a terrible effort for mutual destruc- 
tion, fatal to civilization, is that the powers 
may gradually be bronght to act together 
so as to give the world a long svell of un- 
fettered commerce. prosperous trade and con- 
tinuous peace.” That is all we wish and 
what is to be expected, no matter what cal- 
amity howlers may say.

CONQUEST AND COMMERCE. 


We take pleasure to lav before the readers 
of “The National Provisioner” verbatim the 
thonghtfnl remarks of ovr esteemed contem- 
porary. The Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin, in yesterday’s issue: 

Lord Salisbury on a previous occasion re- 
flected the commercial spirit of the age by 
acknowledging the paramount influence of 
commercial considerations over statecraff. 
He was never so explicit, however. as at the 
Tord Mayor’s banquet. when he said of 
South Africa and complications there with 
Wranee: “Our obiects are strictly business. 
We wish to extend commerce, trade, industry 
and civilization: to throw open as many mar- 
kets as possible and to bring together as 
many consumers and producers as possible 
and to open the great natural highways and 
waterways of the continent.” 

The commercial impulse is not new, and

the welfare of both countries. 


this is not the first time it has controlled 
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the action of governments, but in former ages 
the extension of trade was a subordinate con- 
sideration, hardly avowed by the State, and 
while the crown was usually not indifferent 
to the business of its subjects, its aggressive 
policy was usually dictated by the love of 
military achievement and the pride of en- 
larging the national domains rather than by 
such considerations as are avowed now by 
the Prime Minister of England. 

Roman conquest was inspired primarily by 
the love of dominion. The Crusades had an 
almost exclusively religious purpose though 
profound and far-reaching commercial conse- 

uences. The operations of Spain on the 

estern continent were actuated by covet- 
ousness of the precious metals and not by 
commercial ambitions in the wider sense. The 
«colonial policies which found expression 
Jater had a legitimate commercial foundation, 
but they were generally narrow and illiberal, 
‘and except those of England they were far 
from successful. While the purpose of indi- 
viduals was to buy and sell and get gain, 
this wag only one of the purposes, and not 
the chief one always, in the minds of the 
statesmen, who often shared the contempt of 
aristocratic and military classes for trade, but 
who saw glory and real or fancied increase 
in national resources in the extension of its 
dominions. 

The conquest of India was in pursuit of 
trade, as the partition of Africa has been, 
and not till the Mutiny did a commercial! or- 
ganization cease to be at the head of this 
Asiatic dependency. Yet trade in the last 
century was a different thing from trade to- 
day, and resembled war almost as much as 
commerce. Its main purpose was to exploit 
the resources of a conquered region and ex- 
act tribute from the people rather than build 
up a trade advantageous for both sides. The 

ontinental nations have not yet wholly out- 
grown this idea. Their purpose is to bring 
new regions within the operations of their 
own traders and subject enlarged populations 
to tariff discriminations in their own interest, 
while the enormous number of Frenchmen 
who seem to be required to officer a French 
dependency suggest that the main purpose 
of French colonization is to create salaried 
offices, paid for by the conquered people, for 
the occupation of gentlemen who find the dif- 
ficulties of earning a living at home too great 
to be overcome. 

With the increase in the world’s commerce 
and the increasing power and influence of 
merchants and manufacturers, bankers and 
shipowners, the relative decrease in the in- 
fluence of professional soldiers and the check 
imposed upon dynastic wars and mere terri- 
torial aggrandizement, the commercial influ- 
ences have grown more potent, and with 
their greater strength they have thrown off 
the disguises which tradition, diplomacy and 
militarism had imposed upon them. The 
frankest recognition of the change is to be 
found in Lord Salisbury’s address. 

The world belongs to the producers and the 
distributers; to those who labor and those 
who make that labor effective for the supply 
of human needs and human tastes. Not all 
statesmen are so frank as the British Pre- 
mier, but all are governed by much the same 
considerations. o inerease the world’s pro- 
duction, to bring producers and consumers 
nearer together, to find outlets for the prod- 
ucts of rapidly increasing manufacturing 
plants—in a word, to afford the fullest em- 
ployment of labor and the fullest satisfaction 
of human wants—these, rather than personal 
power and national glory, are the influences 
that contro] thrones and cabinets. With their 
further development we may hope to see 
them expand in liberality and _ intelligence, 
and not only to throw aside the drapery of 
tradition and diplomacy, but to effect a dis- 
tinct decrease of the danger of war and to 
compel a reduction of armies and of fleets.

DRAGGING MARKETS.—DULL SPECU- 
LATION.—EASIDBR PRICES.—LARGE 
HOG SUPPLIES. — INCREASING 
CASH DEMAND. 

There are occasional spurts from depression, 
but on the whole confidence over steady 
values for the near future has been abated by 
the surprisingly large movements of hogs to 
marketable centers. Of course the fear of 
further disease among the swine is accounting 
for some of the anxiety over getting the ani- 
mals forward, but this is not of so much con- 
sideration as latterly, and there is no question 
that the hogs are in the country in good mar- 
ketable condition and that the bulk of the 
supplies are by reason of the fact that they 
are ready for market, and that the farmers 
desiring to get as close recent recent prices 
as possible are all hurrying them forward to 
making the present excessive offerings. There 
has been almost a steady decline in the prices 
of hogs, and upon some days of more conse- 
quence than in some time, as packers have 
been very indifferent over taking them in, 
while left over offerings have been at times 
considerable. The success in getting the prices 
of hogs down is encouraging in consideration 
of the exceptionally full rates at which the 
swine have stood in comparison with the 
products, while it is just as well perhaps on 
the current large offerings of hogs that there 
is the present tameness over speculation in 
the products. The packing is remarkably 
large, yet for all of this it looks as though 
there were some reductions being made in 
the accumulations as the distributing business 
is liberal, and the exports on consignments, 
the completion of old orders and new de- 
mands are fully satisfactory all around. The 
trouble from sickness at the South is esub- 
stantially over, restrictions in moving property 
through quarantine iaws are now compara- 
tively insignificant, while in less than ten 
days from now there are promises that there 
will be no hindrance to shipments in any 
quarter there. There has been a rush of or- 
ders from some sections South to the West 
this week, and the improvement in the gen- 
eral demands thence have been much more 
satisfactory. The prices of the products have 
attracted more of a foreign demand, but there 
are directions abroad, especially upon the 
Continent, where the feeling is still very con- 





servative over new business in this country 
at present. The United Kingdom has been a 
readier buyer of lard and certain cuts of 
meats. When the bulk of the supplies of hogs 
are forward the fact that the products have 
been latterly prevented from becoming es- 
pecially burdensome, will prove somewhat 
quickening to a steadier temper. With all of 
the variations through the week in prices it 
is found on comparison with the previous 
week that the downward tendency has made 
slow progress, and that the decline has been 
small. Germany will without doubt enter the 
market for much more liberal assortments 
when there is some assurance of more settled 
conditions here, but is not likely until the 
height of the packing season is over to feel 
secure that the packers are willing that the 
products should advance. But the second 
month of the packing season finds the statis- 
tical position in better shape than seemed 
probable a little while since when it looked as 
though there would be more decided holding 
off of export markets and more marked in- 
terruption to deliveries to home points than 
has been the case. The packers do not have 
to offer the futures extensively on the cur- 
rent slack speculative interest, while with any 
marked pressure on their part with the bear- 
ish sentiment of outsiders more important de- 
clines would come about, and which might 
follow should there be attempted reluctant 
selling of hogs at easy prices. The disposition 
is to take the hogs in when slightly modified 
views are submitted to over cost, and the dis- 
position is rather to prevent their owners from 
entertaining outside views as compared with 
the prices for the products than to force sub- 
stantial breaks in their value. A good many 
of the hogs are still arriving small, and a 
fair number of pigs count in the makeup of 
the receipts, but, as before remarked, there 
are larger offerings of heavy average and to 
an extent to indicate that the farmers have 
plenty of suitable hogs and are ready sellers. 
Most of the light averages of course come 
from the Northwest, where there is most dis- 
ease, with the desire to get them forward in 
condition at the earliest moment. From the 
direct West and Southwest sections the reports 
of cholera among the swine have been com- 
paratively unimportant. There is little hope 
of decided reactions in the products in the 
near future, and the remark made several 
weeks since that the lowest prices would be 
those prevailing at the height of the pack- 
ing season is being borne out by the current 
developments. With the sentiment of the out- 
siders arraigned on the short side, and the 
packers as well allowing the position to drift

on the slack demands, while recognizing the 
fact that it would be difficult to get help for 
more than momentary turns in prices, it is 
clear that affairs for awhile yet will rule 
easy. Any variations from a tame tendency 
come about more from scalping operations or 
where there is a disposition among the pack- 
ers to get out a little stuff on the December 
and January options. Where there had been 
buying of the later month, with expectations 
of that delivery coming about sharply from 
the depression, there is now a very restricted 
feeling all around among speculators over 
making new deals until there are absolutely 
decided indications that the tame temper has 
given way and that the packers are ready to 
take more interest in the products. In New 
York as well the movements of meats out to 
the home trade have been more satisfactory, 
while a firmer line of prices has been sup- 
ported, for bellies and shoulders especially, 
the former on wants of shippers. But export 
trade here continues slack in refined lard and 
pork, and is without much improvement in 
beef. 

Last Saturday at Chicago the entire provis- 
ion list was slow; a little higher prices early 
was followed by some weakness, with a small 
outside element disposed to sell on any trifling 
advance. The reports from the South were 
encouraging over the abatement of the yellow 
fever excitement, while there were growing 
cash demands thence; the outside sentiment 
did not look like coming in until the market 
was grasped for more strength. It was ex- 
pected then that the receipts of hogs at Chi- 
cago for Monday of this week would be 41,000 
head, and for the entire week as 190,000 
head, On Monday Chicago opened steady to 
5 higher on pork and 2 points advance on 
lard and ribs, and closed at a gain for the day 
of 7 for pork and 2 points for lard and ribs. 
The slight advance was owing more to the 
receipts of hogs falling under the estimates. 
The packers seemed to be gathering confi- 
dence. They were offering to sell futures with 
a good deal of reserve, while finding an in- 
creasing outlet for cash stuff, with a larger 
number of orders coming along from the 
South. The outside crowd were as well more 
cautious over the short side, and there ap- 
peared a halting mood generally over crowd- 
ing the market further until clearer ideas 
were had of the near future hog supplies. On 
Tuesday the receipts of hogs were large and 
depressing; they were fully 78,500 head, in- 
cluding 27,000 head at Chicago, while their 
prices were 10 lower; last year Chicago had 
26,300 head, all of the West 71,800 head. The 
estimate of receipts for Chicago the next day 
were fully 43,000 head. The products at Chi- 
cago opened 5@7 lower om ipork and 2@5 
points dowm on lard and ribs, while they 
closed with a loss for the day of 15@20 on 
pork, 10@12 points on lard and 10 points on 
ribs. The decline was due chiefly to the sup- 


ing trading on the unwilling sentiment of buy- 
ers. Most of the small selling was by the lo- 
cal operators, while the buying was done by 
a few shorts. Wednesday showed the largest 
arrivals of hogs, or fully 92,000 head, includ- 
ing 40,000 head at Chicago, where their prices 
were 15@20 lower. Lust year, corresponding 
day, the receipts were also large, or 91,700 
head, of which 38,000 head at Chicago. But 
the products stood up very well on that day 
under the hog supplies, opening 2@5 higher on 
pork, and steady to 2 points up on lard and 
ribs, while the close showed a decline for the 
day of only 5 on pork and 244@5 on lard and 
ribs. The fairly regular tone was helped by 
firmer grain. ‘The packers seemed inclined 
to sell, and Swift was placing January pork. 
The outsiders were bearish and it looked like 
lower prices. On Thursday the opening was 
steady to 2 points higher all around, there 
after ruling rather firm to the close. The Chi- 
cago Packing Co. and Swift were selling ribs 
moderately, while Wolf was the main buyer 
ot December pork. There was less outside 
liquidation while there was more covering of 
contracts. Schwartz & Dupree were reported 
as selling 3,500 bbls. December pork at $7.40. 
The receipts of hogs were liberal again, but 
well discounted, or 37,000 head at Chicago 
and about 75,000 head, all told. Last year, 
same day, receipts 73,500 head, including 31,- 
900 head at Chicago. Beef has not had much 
attention from the English markets; there 
have been, however, 300 tes. taken, while of 
jobbing quantities in barrels the movement 
has been about 90U bbls., and the latter show- 
ing a little more animation to trading. The 
report of the beginning of the month of no 
stocks held in Liverpool encourages packers 
here, but thus far the Wnglish shippers here 
are very cautious over taking up offerings. 
At the same time there is a good deal of con- 
fidence felt among sellers by reasou of the 
full cost of plates and the cost of cattle gen- 
erally, and they are unwilling to sell except 
at outside prices for the best grades. Beef 
hams are very dull and they favor buyers; 
they are hardly quotable over $22, except for 
private term lots, and these are ranging with 
the usual difference higher. Tierced beef 
quoted at $14@16 for city India mess; bar- 
relled at $7.50@$7.75 for mess; $8.25@$9.25 
for packet; $9.75@$10.50 for family. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were 4,990 bbls. pork, 7,040,985 ID lard 
and 16,708,943 Ib meats; corresponding week 
last year, 5,104 bbls. pork, 11,548,349 ID lard, 
15,553,340 ID meats. Chicago shipments last 
week were 8,219 bbls. pork, 11,494,780 Ib lard, 
19,365,615 Ib meats; same week last year, 
5,287 bbls. pork, 9,442,855 ID lard, 16,260,093 
ID meats.

TALLOW.—tThe course of the position in 
the previous week which foretold a 34 mar- 
ket for city in a few days, as then indicated, 
was developed quite early this week to the 
low basis. On Monday of this week there 
was a sale to the home trade of 10 hhds. 
city at 34%; this was an outside price, as it 
was then impossible to sell further over 
3 3-16, while later upon that day there were 
100 bhds. obtained by the local soap trade at 
3 3-16. On Tuesday there was nothing done, 


as bidding had been reduced to 3%, while 
there was nothing further on offer under 
33-16. On Wednesday the decline to 3% 


came about, when 50 hhds. were bought for 
home consumption at that, and 50 hhds. by 
an English buyer, although believed to be 
for shipment to France. The position is now 
to a basis when exporters can be ex- 
pected to relieve it. It looks now as though 
at 3 any surplus offerings would be taken off 
this market by shippers. It seems a little 
doubtful that the market will reach 3 at 
once, although the situation looks as though 
exporters must be the important buyers to 
steadying the situation for the near future. 
The time is close at hand when some portion 
of the trade will be lost through the 
modified shipments to the country immediate- 
ly with the suspension of canal forwardings, 
while the soap trade is pretty well supplied 
with tallow for near wants and in instances 
feels that with the general surroundings of 
the tallow market and its manifested weak- 
ness that it can be a little independent over 
the current offerings, even though they are 
made at comparatively weak prices. Then 
again the position of the cotton oil market is 
attracting more attention of the soap trade; 
it is true that some of the largest soap mak- 
ers here do not care to use cotton oil in con- 
sideration of the fact that all their adjust- 
ments of cost and make are directed to tal- 
low; they do not on that account feel like 
“bothering with the oil.” But it is a good 
weapon to handle when tallow melters be- 
come indifferent over selling, the talk of use 
of the oil, while indeed its prices now being 
down to substantially the lowest point in 
its history may be an inducing feature for 
them to take it as they have done before 
when the difference in prices between the 
tallow and the oil were not as favorable to 
the soap makers as at present for taking the 
seed product. There are in fact predictions 
that if cotton oil keeps down to its current 
low prices that the soap trade here will at 
length absorb considerable quantities of 
it. The largest Western soap corners 
have thus far on this crop of cotton oil taken 
fully 30,000 bbls. of this product, but this 
has been the case more where the oil was 
needed for the special soaps using oils ex- 
clusively. As concerns tallow upon the New 
York market it is quite true that the fact 
that there are accommodations of about 3,000 
hhds. city in store acts as a load upon the 
situation, notwithstanding it clearly un- 
derstood that there need be no immediate 
fear of its coming out for offering, as its own- 
ers can afford to hold it and will undoubted- 
ly wait for reactions of some importance 
upon current prices. The weekly production

It was calculated that this 
week there would be 400 hhds. city to sell, 
and 200 hhds. to go in on contracts on the 
usual deliveries. Thursday, as the 100 hhds. 
otherwise had been sold ahead by one mel- 
ter, who, by the way, is sold up as well for 
next week, having for that period also 600 
hhds. to sell out of the 700 hhds. to be pro- 
duced. The English market is not offering 
encouragement; its sale on Wednesday, how- 
ever, had not shown important change, when 
1,500 casks were offered and three-quarters 
of it sold. The country made is offered this 
week at % decline on the previous week, 
some poor stock selling as low at 3, and from 
this to 33@3% for prime, with a good deal 
of difficulty at the close in exceeding 3% 
with supplies to a moderate extent and 275,- 
000 pounds taken within that range. Edible 
is hardly better than 354, but is in a good 
degree nominal. The Chicago market is hang- 
ing at about 3% for best packers; at that 
price it is easy, although a prompt sale could 
be made at 3%; but supplies there are not 
large, as there has been steady buying lat- 
terly and there is marked hesitancy among 
the packers over selling under 3% and No. 
2 at 2%. There have been sales there latter- 
ly of 1,750 tes. best packers at 3%. 

On Thursday in New York there was 
steadiness and a demand tor England at 3% 
for 200 hhds. city, while there was a disposi- 
tion to sell at that. The English shippers 
bought to-day 200 hhds, city at 344; 200 hhds. 
went in to-day on contracts at 3%. There 
were refusals out at 34% upon the above sales. 
There are about 500 hhds. city of fresh 
made goods on offer. There were some very 
good lots of country obtained at 3% and 80,- 
000 pounds sold at 344@3 5-16 as to quality. 

OLEO STEARINE.—The position 
nothing especially encouraging. It drags with 
the few buyers insisting upon easier prices. 
The pressers have made more of an accumu- 
lation, but not to the extent that would have 
happened if the oil trade at Rotterdam had 
been as brisk for a few days as through last 
month and previously for a few weeks. 
While there are diminished wants of the oil 
at the Dutch markets, it not likely that 
the pressers will produce so extensively the 
stearine. Yet with the present dull look of 
the compound lard trade the refiners are not 
likely to be urgent buyers of the stearine, 
and much of the point of a diminished make 
of the stearine loses its force. There was 
one sale of 50,000 pounds made here early in 
the week at 49-16, which was 1-16 decline, 
and it was possible to buy more at that, while 
the refiners hardly cared to exceed 4%, Chi- 
cago had gone down a few days since to 4%

LARD STEARINE.—There have been 
small lots of out-of-town goods on offer this 
week; these have hardly drawn a bid over 
5, and such lots of Western would be 
marketed here under less hesitating demands 
would hardly exceed that price, but the cost 
of lard and the prices that can be made for 
the oil do not allow pressers to accept that 
price, and except where there is a disposition 
to clean out holdings without regard to cost 
the feeling among holders is to refrain fron 
selling. At the same time city could not be 
had under 5%, and there is little Western on 
offer under 54. The slowness of the refined 
lard trade on new orders, while old orders 
had been well protected by buying of the 
stearine abroad accounts for the current dull- 
ness. Besides the lard refiners here at least 
are getting a fair supply of the stearine from 
their own make. For grease stearine there 
has been a little better sale, but at 
prices; most holders are against accepting 
current prices, and wait, as they have been 
waiting for some few days, a recovery of 
tone for all fats, while improved conditions 
do not seem nearer. Quoted nominally, 34a

Heavy native cows sold at 10%4c., and not one 
on the market at present. A mixed lot of 
heavy and lights were taken at 10%4c. for 
heavies and 10%4c. for lights, and this price 
for this special tanner equal to 10%e. for the 
lights alone, as he did not want heavy, but 
had to purchase to get lights. Heavy native 
two cars just taken off—in fact, one 
packer had not the number sold, were disposed 
of at 11Ye. and 104Ye. without any guarantee 
sutt at 101%4¢. Colo- 
radoes are a little heavy at 9Y4e.: they ean be 
sold at 9e, heen sold at 
1014¢.: they were, however, mostly September 
take-off, and one packer who could have sold 
out his entire October stock, and the hides 
taken off the last of October at that. refused 
to sell at 1014c., lights and extremes 9\4c. The 
largest holder is seemingly holding Texas 
firmly at 10%4c., lights 1c. less. The seeming- 
ly highest price paid for any hides this week 
heing for 5.000 early October branded cows. 
Mc. This is a decided advance of Yc. per Hh 
on prices asking for them of prices obtained 
ten days ago. However, the position of 
branded cows is a very strong one at present 
writing. comparing the two Octobers of 
1896 and 1897, two of the largest slanghterers 
of this kind showed that there was a shortage 
on October. 1897, of fully 30.000 hranded 
cows in their slaughter. At present writing 
therefore %14c. seems to be the value, but at 
the same time the tanners who wish to lean 
over the fence at 914c. are very few and far 
hetween. The packers here are sold up close- 
ly on all grades except Texas, and while they 
talk 10%4c., there is no donht but at such fig- 
ure they are mighty weak in the estimation 
of the tanners. The packers point to the fact

The sear- 
city of native steck of all kinds is very 
marked, and at present writing not a single 
car, either cured or uncured—native steers 
could be purchased of any of the packers. 

SHEEPSKINS.—No great amount in the 
packers’ cellars. They are very stiff in prices 
at present writing, owing to the scarcity of 
sheep received, the feeders and stockers mak- 
ing such keen competition with them in prices, 
and even in some cases willing to pay more 
than the packers care to pay; therefore they 
are indifferent to the lower prices which the 
pullers intimate they should receive, taking 
the dull situation of the wool market into 
consideration. The packers have now plenty 
of cellar room, the weather is cool and they 
are seemingly determined not to sacrifice their 
present holdings. 


BOSTON. 


Offerings continue very light and holders 
naturally very conservative. In the face of 
this dearth of supply business is not of course 
very brisk. The brokers have all “got a gait 
looking for something to sell.

SUMMARY.

Stock remains scarce and 
high, the demand sufficient to maintain firm- 
ness and the prospect of supply generous 
enough to cause any particular drop in prices 
seems remote. In addition to this there is a 
very general and unbiased opinion among buy- 
ers of leather, such as shoe manufacturers, 
sole cutters, etc., that the advance in leather 
values is being well maintained and that prices 
are bound to go higher in the next six weeks. 
They express themselves as greatly satisfied 
at this prospect, as it bodes more favorable 
general conditions. The demand in Chicago 
during the past week has been excellent, both 
packer’ and country having a very good cail 
at well sustained prices. In Boston the sear- 
city is extreme and numerous orders have 
been placed in anticipation of receipts. In 
Philadelphia, however, the disposition to buy 
is restricted to urgent The cel- 
lars of the “Swamp” are well sold up and 
holders are very firm in their views.

The New York market is quoted 
at 646@6% for No. 1. 

CORN OIL.—The West has been able to 
get rid of a good deal of its productions lat- 
terly, although finding for the last few duys 
that the higher cost of freight room is work- 
ing against further material demands, It is 
quite ready to sell future deliveries, but feels 
comfortable over its immediate holdings, The 
easier prices for some other fats have not 
further disturbed the value of corn oil, since 
tne decline latterly for the product has 
brought it to a price that consumers abroad 
would use it more freely if it could be had 


under normal conditions of freight room. 
The prices are $2.75@$3, the latter price for 
small lots. 

LARD OILL.—A spasm of dullness has 
once more taken possession of the market. 
The dealers had bought from the pressers 


rather liberally previously for a little while, 
and they are now well stocked, while the con- 
sumers are also well supplied. The distribu- 
tors say there is hardly “half as much busi- 
ness going on now as at this time last year,” 
and they are disgusted over the dullness. The 
mills and other miscellaneous users of the 
oil concede that it is low in price, but there 
is no doubt that they are holding a fair sup- 
ply of the product while they are rather ex- 
tensively using red and other oils, although 
it is hard to see where the use of low vrade 
olive oil is larger, as claimed, as it cannot, 
so far as can be learned, be obtained at as 
cheap a price as the lard product. There are 
more offers of Western lard oil, and rather 
excessively the condition of demand 
here. While 36 is regarded as inside price, 
and from this to 38@39 for smaller quanti 
ties, yet some of the dealers think that if 
they should make a bid of 35 for some of the 
Ww estern on offer they would get it.

HOGS.—The trade was surprised this 
week by large receipts on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, Tuesday’s receipts being larger than 
on Monday, the first instance of this kind in 
nearly a year. ‘the quality of the hogs this 
week shows considerable improvement, es- 
pecially in weight, choice hogs of medium 
weight being comparatively scarce. The ex 
perience of this week would not indicate any 
material shortage in the supply for the winter 
season, but we are still inclined to believe 
that the supply of old hogs is fairly well ex- 
hausted. The weather continues favorable for 
feeding, and the abundance of cheap feed and 
easier financial conditions will doubtless have 
a tendency to hold back this year’s crop un- 
less prices are better. The demand for all 
kinds of hog products continues good, the 
shipping and packing demand for hogs was 
fairly active, but prices suffered to the ex- 
tent of 15@25c. during the week, all grades 
sharing in the decline. The range in prices is 
about the same as last week. The packers are 
still indifferent buyers of hogs weighing over 
300 pounds, and until this class of hogs sell 
down to a parity with the price of mess pork 
there is little to be said in favor of high prices. 
The so-called yellow fever scare is practical- 
ly a thing of the past and thé Southern 
trade continues to show an improvement; but 
an absence of speculation in the provision 
market, together with the usual desire of the 
packing interests to have prices as low as pos- 
sible at this season of the year, admits of a 
declining tendency in the trade under such 
circumstances. The packers, however, are 
free buyers on all declines, and as present

DEPRESSED AND LOWER MARKET. 

This has week of marked 
weakness and of feeling over 
the situation, which is restricting business, 
however the fact that prices are now sub- 
stantially to the lowest point in connection 
with the product. But as usual where there 
is lack of support, no matter how cheap prices 
may be by comparison, the principal buyers 
hold off until there are clearer ideas that the 
tameness is wholly eliminated. Therefore 
there has hardly been an inquiry on specula- 
tive account, as outside the subsidence of 
regular general consumptive demands, al- 
though considerable of a movement had taken 
place in the latter direction a few days since 
as attracted by the sudden break. But the 
close shows the feeling over buying halting 
for more definite surroundings. Of course not 
much can be expected from exporters in the 
way of takings of supplies until they can get 
freight room with more freedom. It looks, 
however, as though the seap trade would be 
attracted by the low figures, and we should 
not be surprised to see developed suddenly 
aun outlet for the oil, even to the local makers 
of soap, that will prove of considerable im- 
portance in clearing the market of its pres- 
ent surplus. The Western soap makers had 
secured about 30,000 bbls. crude at the mills 
before the more important break, although at 
what would be considered usually a low price, 
and they are now figuring on important quan- 
tities.

the current more favorable price for the oil 
will probably lead them to throw aside that 
consideration. The exporters are not likely to 
be helped out of their difficulty over scarcity 
of ocean freight accommodation this month, 
as most of the room had been engaged ahead 
for miscellaneous shipments, while the ton- 
nage for general shipments has also been 
largely absorbed for at least the first half of 
December, while the entire freight situation 
is not likely to be much relieved by offerings 
of outside room. It is this forced inaction of 
shippers, no matter how much inclined they 
would be to take the oil, considering its low 
prices, that forms an essentially depressing 
feature, while trading all around otherwise 
takes its leaning to dullness in the sentiment 
that the situation is not likely to come up 
much with the probable continued absence of 
marked export demand, while in the missing 
of competition in that direction that there 
need be no hurry over buying. The lard re- 
finers have a remarkably dull trade in com- 
pound lard, even though they are able to of- 
fer the manufactured product at a lower 
price by reason of the low cost of cotton oil; 
but it does not appear so much a question 
with buyers of a more favorable basis for 
compound as it is the feeling with them 
against active movements in any commodity 
at present, and by which the entire provision 
list runs along with an apathetic appearance. 
The planters are selling their seed more free- 
ly. It has become a question with them of 
selling cotton or seed, and they are most 
inclined to market the latter and hold cotton 
against a possible coming up from its low 
rates, although with the immense cotton crop 
the dealers in the staple are not considering 
it good policy to maintain too marked indif- 
ference over holding. It is true that the plant- 
ers themeelves are using the seed more exten- 
sively for fertilizing because of the low prices 
offered by the outside consumers, but they 
have a liberal surplus, and the mills are not 
finding much trouble in getting all they want 
of it at the reduced prices that have been 
quoted latterly, and over which there had 
been until within the past few days a good 
deal of uncertainty as to getting a full sup- 
ply. The contention is made that seed is not 
likely to go lower, but unless oil improves the 
seed will have to be obtained at a less price 
or the production of oil will be diminished. 
We are beginning to think that with the late 
developments that the outturns of oil this 
year are not likely to be much in excess of 
those of last year. Of course Texas will ma- 
terially exceed its last year’s outputs; it 
started in early in August on productions and 
had marketed large quantities of oil at a fav- 
orable price with the cost of seed before the 
sharp break came along, but the Atlantic 
States mills have had the greater disadvant- 
age in finding oil going down and the neces- 
sary caution over taking supplies of seed, 
while now they must insist upon prices for 
seed that the planters have never as yet been 
willing to accept. Over this development there 
will be more or less reluctant selling of seed, 
as the planters have only been within a few 
days readier sellers at the late decline. We 
look for record prices on seed, yet the delay 
in accepting them by the planters will ad- 


vance the season so materially that the oil 
production will be restricted in the Atlantic 
States, and from this out modified as well as 
in Texas. It looks as though some such idea 
was being entertained by some of the large 
holders of oil, and that they were expecting 
a moderate general production to helping the 
values later on, since whére in previous sea- 
sons they had been ready sellers to demands 
as their makes were ready for market, this 
year they are carrying their outputs with con- 
fidence of reactions of some importance. A 
number of the outside mills are also keeping 
supplies of oil from offer. Une Iarge maker 
who had been indifferent oyer taking the 
oil for aceumulation in its recent downward 
gait, has within a few days thought the posi- 
tion warranted buying, and a little absorption 
of offerings have been made jn that direction. 
But the market at present does not look heal- 
thy even at low figures. There were some 
reports from Texas toward the close that a 
few mills there had firmer holling of oil and 
were against selling at current prices by rea- 
son of a falling off in the quality of seed on 
offer; but the trade here, as a whole, do not 
get advices here of any loss of quality of the 
seed. There is no question that the oil com- 
ing here now from the Atlantic States and 
from Texas is of exceptionally fine quality; 
buyers express great satisfaction over the 
grade of prime. Texas has been running this 
market latterly harder than usual with offer- 
ings of oil; it has had favorable freight rates 
and has bombarded Europe and this point 
with offerings of the oil, so that it has stood 
in stronger competition than in recent former 
seasons with the near Atlantic States for the 
export wants through this market. It has 
been in part these additional offerings from 
Texas that has forced some oil out from 
nearer points at lower figures. 

There is steadily less hindrance to move- 
ments of oil and seed at the South in the 
abatement of the yellow fever trouble; quar- 
antine laws are being relaxed in every direc- 
tion on account of the subsidence of the sick- 
ness and the colder weather, and it is expect- 
ed that within ten days the restrictions will 
be entirely done away and that there will be 
then normal conditions in transportation and 
general movements of products. 

Outside of the soap trade at the West de- 
mands there are beginning of a freer order to 
the mills, with the lard refiners feeling like 
taking oil ahead to some extent, but our home 
refiners are waiting for settled conditions. 
The compound lard trade, while better at the 
West by comparison with this market, is 
not active as yet at that point, and is not 
likely to wear around to satisfactory outlets 
until outside conditions come up in tone. 

The English markets have been tame, and 
Hull continues offering its productions at 
prices quite as attractive to exporters as this 
market, despite its sharp decline, considering 
the high cost of freight room here, while, as 
before remarked, with the large offerings of 
Egyptian seed it is likely to put the oil at a 
favorable price right along with this early 
period of the year, on the usual disposition of 
the English markets to sell their productions 
promptly and to avoid making accumulations. 
There would be no trouble in selling oil freely 
to exporters in this country at the present 





prices if freight room could be had freely, 
while if shippers were buying extensively the 
entire position would be changed to increased 
firmness by provoking marked buying interest 
from local and Western consumers. We think 
the lowest previous price of late years on 
prime summer yellow in this market was 22, 
and that last season in the spring it stood at 
22%, and in the previous year at one time at 
22%, while on Tuesday of this week it was 
offered at 2114. 

The sales for the week have been 5,250 
bbls. prime summer yellow for this and next 
months’ deliveries at 214%, and 21%, chiefly 
at 21% and 21 for good off grade; 1,200 bbls. 
white at 24%, 450 bbls. crude at 184%@19, 
chiefly at 1854; 26 tanks crude in bulk at the 
mills at 14@14%, chiefly at 14%, and 6,000 
bbls. yellow at New Orleans, for export, part 
at 214%6@21% for off grade and prime. 

The changes in the situation for the week 
are detailed upon each day as follows: On 
Monday offers to sell prime yellow on the 
spot and for December, here, at 21% and 214 
bid, with crude in barrels offered here at 18%, 
and 18% bid. The local refiners had put their 
bids down to 14 for crude in bulk at near At- 
lantic mills, and secured 1 tank at that, but 
finding 144% more generally asked where 
there was a disposition to sell at all. On 
Tuesday prime yellow was offered here on the 
spot. at 2144 with 21 bid, although some sales 
made at 21%, and sales of crude in barrels 
at 18%, while cride in bulk had 14 bid to the 
mills and 14% asked. On Wednesday there 
was a slow market again, with 21% consid- 
ered as the general market rate for prime 
yellow, although it was hard to get bids over 
21, and trading about at a standstill on the 
searcity of freight room, while the refiners 
here were not willing to pay over 14 for erude

On Thursday the market settled 
here to 21 for prime yellow, at which 1,200 
bbls. were sold, and there is no better bid 
now than 21 for either November or Decem- 
ber, and on the whole continued dullness. The

prices are low compared with nearly all other 
commodities, and not much different from the 
corresponding time last year, we believe fur- 
ther declines from these prices will be slight 
and followed by quick reactions. Receipts of 
hogs for the current year bid fair to be 
about the largest on record, and our read- 
ers should not lose sight of the fact that there 
are a number of other markets throughout 
the West which are taking a larger percent- 
age of the increase than Chicago, making the 
aggregate number of hogs received at all mar- 
kets very heavy. As we have stated many 
times, the key to the situation at this season 
of the year is the provision market, which at 
present is in control of the packers and pro- 
fessional traders. We still have confidence in 
the market later on, and would not be sur- 
prised to see a strong market even in the face 
any time this month or next. 
CATTLE.—The receipts of cattle show a 
considerable falling off, the reduction being 
principally in the Western range cattle. As 
usual at this season of the year, there has 
been a considerable increase in the receipts 
of native butchers’ stock, stockers und feed- 
ers, and an increase in the receipts of cattle 
of poor quality. The market for this class of 
stock suffered a decline of 15@30c. during the 
week, closing with a part of the decline re- 
gained. Good to choice well matured steers 
met with a fair demand, but prices are 10@ 
15¢e. lower than the best time last week. 
Heavy cattle, and especially steers of poor 
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quality, are slow sale and must be bought 
with a good margin. We do not have much 
confidence in the near future for cattle, and 
still advise marketing them as fast as they 
are ready. 

SHEEP.—Receipts of sheep and lambs con- 
tinue moderate. The demand from all quar- 
ters is unabated and prices keep up to the 
highest notch of the season. This state of 
affairs may continue for a few weeks yet, but 
we still think it wise for dealers to remem- 
ber that there are liable to be two sides to 
this proposition before the winter is over. 


LOUISVILLE COTTON OIL REPORT.

Louisville, Mo., Nov. 12.—Market very 
quiet, with the views of the mills too high 
with relation to the selling prices of refined 
oil. 

Only the mills that cannot hold are selling 
at the low figures offered. Prime summer yel- 
low is quoted at from 2044 to 22%; off from 
20% to 21144; 14 to 14% is offered in Georgia 
and Alabama, 14 in Texas 15 in Mississippi 
Valley for prime crude.

Sausage manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog casings as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
14-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. It does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by eithcr 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is only necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve. 

A glance at the cut opposite shows the machine at 
work and after it has put on a casing.

SAUSAGE. RECIPES, 
LYONNAISE SAUSAGE. 

This sausage is very palatable, and when 
properly dried is as much liked as cervelat 
sausage. For 100 ID use: 62% ID pork, mod- 
erately lean; 25 I) young beef, bruised in a 
mortar, or on the block; 12% I) white, firm 
lard, cut into dice of about the size of a pea, 
and just slightly scalded. Add further: 3 Ib 
salt, 4% oz. cane sugar, 244 powdered potass. 
ealtpeter. Cut up and allow to stand for 48 
hours in a cool place in summer, in a mod- 
erately warm one in winter. 

Now chop the lean meat fine and spice, as 
follows: 4% oz. white pepper, 1 oz. white 
ginger; 1 oz. mace, finely ground, 7 pieces 





leek with some salt rubbed up together. Be 
fore adding the lard, the spice is thoroughly 
incorporated with a little water into the 
mass. Then add the lard, which has to be 
uniformly cut, mix it a little with the mass 
without rubbing, in order not to injure the 
size of the lard pieces. Now stuff firmly into 
well-salted beef middle-guts of 114 feet long; 
wipe them dry carefully, and smoke to a 
rich, red color; scald immediately and heat 
them up at 200 degrees F. for half an hour. 

When cold, this sausage will show wrinkles 
which are removed by just dipping the sau- 
sage in pairs for fifteen seconds, into boiling 
hot water. Now wipe dry and rub with a 
little olive oil. If intended for shipment, the 
sausage should again be brought into cold 
smoke for 6 or 8 hours, which will make it 
keep better. 


A GERMAN PORK FACTORY. 


Prof. Long, in the concluding article of 
his series of letters on “Agriculture on the 
Continent,” deals with the subject of how 
Germans prepare pork for the English mar- 
ket, says the London Meat Trades’ Journal. 

There is in Germany one immense estab- 
lishment, which, based upon the Chicago 
principle, might be adapted to our own coun- 
try (England), and especially to those dis- 
tricts which are alike contiguous to a large 
population and a popular breeding district, 
such as Suffolk. As»this article refers to 
German work, it is unnecessary to describe 
the Chicago practice, which I have had the 
advantage—if such it be—of witnessing in 
operation. The German factory is supplied 
very largely with pigs from the Northern 
provinces and especially from Schleswig and 
Holstein. The particular factory to which 
we refer is not a modern establishment built 
to a unique design, but it comprises a series 
of buildings which were apparently con- 
structed from time to time as the sales in- 
ereased. At the time of our visit of inspec- 
tion a thousand pigs or thereabouts were 
slaughtered daily, a number of animals be- 
ing in the killing pen together and felled 
with a blow of the mallet with lightning ra- 
pidity. The animal was caught up by the 
hind legs—the cords being attached to a cross 
piece and roller—and with greater speed than 
we can tell the tale a second man cuts it 
deep in the throat—this deadly work being 
his sole occupation—pushes it along, and it is 
seized by each man as it passes, the carcass 
undergoing some portion of an operation, the 
conclusion of which is that it hangs in two 
sides, minus every other part of its body, in 
a huge store which is supplied with cold dry 
ait produced by elaborate machinery. Dur- 
ing this rapid process of crude dissection it 
is scalded, scraped and dried; entering anoth- 
er apartment it is turned at right angles and 
almost momentary run into a furnace. Each 
time the furnace door is opened four car- 
cases are passed within, remaining sufficient- 
ly long to destroy the hair which has not 
been removed already; after which it is 
opened by other men and the contents of the 
body removed, every man appropriating a 
particular part of the intestines or one espe- 
cial organ of the body. This process com- 








pleted—and the work is very rapid—other 
men remove the feet, others again taking off 
the head. The carcass is then ready for di- 
viding into two parts, and, pushed a little 
further on the overhead rail, it reaches the 
butchers who carry out this part of the work. 
Before each carcass enters the cooling room 
the sides are weighed and carefully exam- 
ined; if anything is apparently wrong in the 
quality of the meat it is removed from the 
rails and placed upon a table for more care- 
ful examination. 

Almost every part of the carcass is util- 
ized, either for the manufacture of the va- 
rious kinds of sausage meats so much appre- 
ciated in Germany or for food in some other 
form. In every case the surplus fat is taken 
from each pig and rendered into lard in a 
separate apartment, the bladders of the ani- 
mals being dried and blown for its reception. 
The fat is melted in vats of large size, every 
particle of solid matter being removed. The 
fine fat is run off into strainers and then jnto 
the bladders, the second quality going into 
barrels for export. 

The important feature in this establishment 
is the machinery, which was driven by a 
steam engine of 60 horse-power, a second en- 
gine of still larger size being available in case 
of a breakdown. The temperature of the cold 
rooms is just above freezing point, the air 
which is necessarily ‘‘odorous,” is continually 
changed, the fresh and dry air entering upon 
one side of the apartment and the tainted 
air, leaving on the other; this air, however, 
is again utilized, and being charged with 
some moisture, it is redried and cooled. The 
meat is retained in the store sufficiently long 
to become firm throughout, a portion is then 
packed for shipment and a portion used for 
salting. There are four of these cold rooms, 
each of which is capable of holding the < di- 
vided carcases of about 700 pigs. There are 
also still colder rooms, which are used for 
salting purposes; one of these apartments is 
almost filled in winter with pork which is 
packed to a considerable depth, the sides be- 
ing laid in salt one above the other, and re- 
maining as long as a fortnight before they 
are sent away, care being taken to continu- 
ally supply each apartment with fresh dried 
air.

MANUFACTURE OF GLUE 


SECOND SERIES 








THE MANUFACTURE OF PIG’S 
FOOT GLUE. 


Pig’s foot glue, as indicated by the name, 
is made from pig’s feet, which, however, are 
at times partly replaced by heads, ears, tails 
and skins of pigs. The glue made from the 
mixed material is inferior to the product ob- 
tained from feet exclusively. The Ameri- 
can pig’s foot glue is put on the market in 
form of thin shreds, either not colored (re- 
sembling gelatine) or colored with zinc white 
and broken up in large pieces. The trade 
does not like finely crushed pig’s foot glue. 
It must be admitted that the finely crushed 
pig’s foot glue is usually inferior in quality, 
indicating that proper care was lacking at 
some stage of the manufacture. 

The manufacture of pig’s foot glue has 
been considered a trade secret for many 
years. Only a few glue factories were put- 
ting a satisfactory article on the market. 
Of late years the number of glue factories 
producing pig’s foot glue is increasing. The 
demand and prices for a good looking pig’s 
feot glue have steadily been good, the in- 
ducements to take up the manufacture of 
this grade of glue were consequently tempt- 
ing. 

The first condition for producing nice pig’s 
foot glue is to secure the raw material in 
perfectly sound condition. This is only pos- 
sible if the glue factory is in close proximity 
to a hog killing or packing establishment, or 
if the weather or artificial refrigeration per- 
mit the safe transportation of the pig’s feet 
to the glue factory. Antiseptic treatment of 
the pig’s feet at the slaughter house will 
eventually prepare them for safe transporta- 
tion of longer distances. The largest supply 
of pig’s feet is, of course, during the cold 
season, the season of glue making. 

The pig’s feet entering the glue factory 
must undergo a thorough washing process. 
All manure, blood, etc., must be completely 
removed. The cleansed feet are covered with 
an aqueous solution of sulphurous acid. The 
feet with this acid solution are kept in a 
slow motion for 12 hours. At the end of 
this time the acid is nearly consumed; very 
little odor of sulphuorous acid can be no- 
ticed. The feet are starting to swell. The 
liquor is run off and a fresh lot of aqueous 
solution of sulphurous acid is allowed to cov- 
er the feet a second time. Feet and acid are 
again kept moving slowly, this time for 24 
hours, after which the liquor is again run 
off, and the feet removed to the cooker. The 
feet smell now very strongly of sulphurous 
acid; they are swelled up to double their 
original size, and have assumed a semi-trans- 
parent appearance. The swelling of the feet, 
due to the absorption of a large amount of 
water, makes it necessary that the vessel in 
which the feet are treated with sulphurous 
acid should only be filled a little more than 
half. 

In the cooker the feet are covered with 
clean water. After standing for three to four 
hours the water is run off, fresh water put 
on the feet, and cooked with same. Great 
care is necessary in the cooking process, es- 
pecially in the starting of a cooker. There 
should be 6 to 12 inches space to allow the 
feet to sink. The steam must be turned on 
slowly. The temperature should rise gradu- 
ally, and be as uniform as possible through 
the entire mass. The thermometer should not 
register more than 180 degrees F., or maxi- 





mum, 185 degrees. This is absolutely neces- 
sary to obtain colorless and clear liquors, as 
well as good and clear lard. After heating 
for four or five hours, the liquor shows a 
strength of 2 degrees Baumé, measured hot. 
The steam is then shut off. The liquor is al- 
lowed to settle for half an hour. It is not 
advisable to allow the liquor to stand any 
longer in settling, as it is very likely to as- 
sume a yellow color. The lard is run off and 
skimmed off as thoroughly as possible. The 
liquor is now run off slowly and collected in 
a large receiving vat; it shows a temperature 
of about 165 degrees F., and about 3 to 4 
degrees on the glue scale. The liquor should 
be clear and water white; it should not be 
strong in acid, as indicated by the litmus 
test. An excess of acid prevents the liquor 
from holding the coloring matter, zinc white, 
in proper suspension. Such glues, after be- 
ing dried, have neither the appearance of a 
colored nor of an uncolored glue. The glue 
maker says, the color dried out.

No, 69. 
TRANSPARENT SOAPS. 


(Continued.) 

Water.—This should be as free from lime 
as possible. Usually it would be preferable 
to boil it up with a small quantity of car- 
bonate of soda in order to precipitate the 
lime. 

As regards the process of manufacture, two 
kinds of transparent soaps may be distin- 
guished—one ‘sort prepared with spirits of 
wine, the other with carbonate of soda alone. 
The spirits of wine soaps are easiest to pre- 
pare, and their manufacture offers fewer 
risks if the raw materials are of good quality 
and the operations conducted with care. The 
method in which carbonate of soda is used, 
on the other hand, presents many difficulties. 

In making these two sorts of soap the same 
fats are ordinarily used, consisting of mix- 
tures of equal parts of animal fat and cocoa- 
nut oil, with a little castor oil to facilitate 
the combination and increase the transpar- 
ence. Two formule in current use are as fol- 
lows: 
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The fats are melted with a little water and 
the temperature is raised to 70° C. Then the 





residues of a preceding operation are added, 
and the oil is stirred up so as to obtain a 
homogeneous product. The sugar syrup has 
been prepared during this time, and mixed 
with the glycerine, and in the same way the 
caustic soda has been mixed with one part 
of the spirits of wine. The soda is then 
poured over the melted fats, and the whole 
carefully stirred, keeping the temperature at 
65° C. Then the sugar syrup is added. If 
froth forms on the surface a little spirits of 
wine is thrown on the surface of the liquid. 
The kettle is then covered, and the mixture 
left to rest for twelve hours. All the impuri- 
ties settle down little by little, and the soap 
rises to the surface. All that remains is to 
pour it into iron frames, and add the coloring 
matter and perfume. 

If the soap thus made lacks transparence 
the cause must be sought for in the bad 
quality of the fatty matters or in the pres- 
ence of lime in the glycerine. The soap may 
also be turbid if the water is in insufficient 
quantity, but this is a fault which may easily 
be remedied. As a rule, a sample is taken 
out immediately after the addition of the 
sugar syrup. If this seems greasy to the 
touch a little more soda is added, avoiding 
earefully an excess of it for the finest soaps, 
which must be absolutely transparent. The 
finest mark, known as alabaster soap, is pre- 
pared by means of Cochin oil and castor oil* 
in the proportions given before in this article. 

In Austria transparent soaps are almost 
solely made by using spirits of wine. In 
England, on the other hand, carbonate of 
soda is almost solely employed. We give, for 
example, a method of operating which gives 
good results when all the conditions indicated 
are observed strictly: 100 parts of Ceylon oil 
are melted with an equal quantity of animal 
fat and 80 parts of caustic. When the tem- 
perature reaches 75° C. 40 parts of glycerine

The kettle is covered up and left to settle for 
two or three hours. The temperature rises 
spontaneously, and it is only necessary to 
give a little more heat to make the paste be- 
come entirely limpid. During this time the 
following mixture is dissolved in 145 parts of 
water:

This solution is poured on the soap paste, 
and the whole is stirred, keeping the tem- 
perature at 75° C., so as to complete the solu- 
tion. Then the kettle is covered, and the 
contents left to settle for two hours. When 
the lid is taken off the soap should be per- 
fectly limpid, and simply covered with a 
slight layer of froth. A sample is taken out 
to judge if the coction is good. If the soap 
is not sufficiently firm a little carbonate of 
soda ig added, and if it is not transparent 
enough a little water is put in, but as a rule 
it is preferable to get the desired result with- 
out additions, as all these corrections are 
very delicate—Revue Uber Die Fett und 
Harz Industrie.

Hach barrel should have two iron 
hoops—one each end—the second hoop from 
chine. The current quotations are $16.50 to 
$17 per barrel, f. o. b. New York. Large 
quantities are exported to Liverpool from 
this country. 

F., OH1IO.—In answer to yours of the 3d 
inst.: No packer boils hie brine. There would 
be no sense in it, but there is good sense in 
earefully selecting the salt for curing brine. 

A. J.. HOLLAND.—In reference to the 
weekly review which you give upon the situ- 
ation of the cottonseed oil market in your es- 
teemed paper, we take the liberty of putting 
the following questions to you, which, we 
hope, you will be good enough to answer, as 
they are needed by us, in order to form a cor- 
rect view of the markets: (1) Are your prices 
quoted for barreled oil or for naked oil? In 
the latter case, what is the average price 
paid for barrels by the mills? (2) Is any 
freight, say, for instance, the freight from 
the mills to seaport or to Chicago, included 
in your quotations? (3) Can you inform us 
where we can buy a book of tables, showing 
the conversion of American cents per gallon 
for oil into shillings (Dnglish) per cwt.? 

Answer.—(1) The prices quoted for cotton 





oil in New York are so much per gallon in 
barrels; but when quoted for crude at the 
mills are for naked. The latter, however, 
are always quoted by us as per bulk oil. (2) 
The freight rates are always apart from the 
quotations, and are always an additional ex- 
pense whatever they may be. 

(3) Concerning the inquiry as to a published 
book on the conversion of currency into Eng- 
lish money for oil quotations, we are under 
the impression that there is not such a book 
published, the trade itself making its own cal- 
culations. 


PACKINGHOUSE MATTERS. 


* Some 125 representatives of the 1,700 
members of the American Shropshire Regis- 
try Association, said to be the largest or- 
ganization of live stock breeders in the world, 
met at the Sherman House, Chicago, IIl., and 
discussed the merits of sheep, mutton and 
wool. They hail from many parts of the 
United States and Canada, from Manitoba 
to Michigan and New Hampshire to North- 
west territory. Their rugged faces for two 
hours were fixed in earnest listening, first to 
the address of President the Hon. John Dry- 
den, of Toronto, then to the reports of Sec- 
retary and Treasurer Mortimer Levering, of 
Lafayette, Ind., the headquarters of the as- 
sociation. There was a balance of $3,773 in 
the treasury and the amount of registry fees 
for the year was $6,521. 


* A dispatch from Havana, Ouba, says 
that Capt. Gen. Blanco will shortly issue a 
decree abolishing for two months the import 
duties on cattle. 

* Manager BH. A. Cudahy has announced 
that his company has completed plans by 
which it will at once spend $250,000 on its 








Sioux City plant, and begin operations at 
full capacity at an early date. It is the pur- 
pose of the company to add to the packing 
business the manufacturing of soap, lard, 
axle grease and glue. 

* The presence of Mr. Michael Cudahy in 
Kansas City has given fresh impetus to the 
gossip concerning the lecation of another big 
packinghouse in that place. 

* The packers of Kansas City are doing 
from 40 to 50 per cent. more business this 
year than ever before, and the outlook is 
promising for new packing establishments 
locating here backed by capital of some of 
the great packing companies of Chicago. 

* A gentleman who has just returned from 
Paris says that the most wonderful thing he 
saw while in that city was artificial oysters. 
Not mock oysters—meat done up in a patty 
—but a bivalve to be served raw. In looks 
they appear to be genuine American oysters, 
but where one is eaten the difference is at 
once perceptible. The usual price paid for 
them is 3 cents each, or 30 cents per dozen. 
At cheap restaurants they may be procured 
for 2 cents each, but are apt not to be fresh 
at that price. When brought on the half 
shell they look as nice as any oyster, and 
one who is not a judge of oysters would eat 
them without question. The only genuine 
thing about them is the shells. The manu-, 
facturers buy second-hand shells at small 
cost, and fasten the spurious oysters in place 
with paste. Only half a shell is used. In 
that shape they are packed in tiers and dis- 
played in windows. Others to be served 
without shells are put up in jars of twenty- 
five to a hundred. The imitations are con- 
sumed in such quantities*that dealers urge

During the past week no large amount of 
native fed beef animals on the market, and 
the sales all made under $5 with the excep- 
tion of a bunch of 1,446-lb average, which 
sold at $5. Monday there was very little 
competition from outside purchases, the pack- 
ers had their own way, and the top sale was 
made on some 1,415-lb average at $4.70. On 
Tuesday some 1,420-ID average $4.90. On 
Wednesday the top price of the week $5. On 
Thursday some 1,409-ID average $4.85, and 
on Friday, the last day of the week, fat cat- 
tle declined and the best offered on the mar- 
ket, 1,452-ID average, were sold at $4.65. Na- 
tive cows and heifers as usual very scarce. 
Some 1,085-ID average cows sold at $3.70; 
some 1,285-ID at $3.75. Some 1,110-ID aver- 
age heifers soid at $4.25. This to be sure top 
prices. The general run were sold at a lower 
figure. Bulls of 1,280-ID average were sold 
and topped the market at $3.50, and some 
light ones, 660-Ib average, were sold at $3.75. 
Western range cattle were in fair supply, but 
fully. one-half of them were not fit for either 
packer or butcher, simply for the stocker and 
feeder trade. A bunch of 104 fed Western 
Texas of 1,411-IbD average sold at $4.75; some 
1,007-ID average sold at $4; some 1,060-ID 
average $4.35. A bunch of 297, weighing 693 
pounds average, sold at $3.05. 277 cows, fed 
Texas of 870-ID average, sold at $3.

The packers were badly disap- 
pointed in the receipts of Texas cows, in fact, 
of all kinds,.and the kill last-week of the 
stuff the Smallest for several months.

The receipts of feeders and stock cattle dur- 
ing the week was a pretty fair volume, and 
the prices for all native stock was held 
stify, but towards the latter end of the week 
on coarser grades the market may easily be 
called from 5 té10e. lower. The rains, how- 
ever, at present are more plentiful in some of 
the Western districts which needed water 
very badly, and this may help the feeder 
trade in the next ten days to come. The in- 
crease of the feeder trade of Kansas City is 
a thing that may be fairly wondered at; in 
the past ten months of the present year from 
the Kansas City stock yards were shipped 
514,497 head of feeders: the same ten months 
of 1896 only had 343,400. And the last four 
months shows a more wonderful development 
in proportion than that of the ten months. 
Chicago and St. Louis do not cut much of a 
figure for a market for stockers and feeders, 
but in the last four months Omaha handled 
151,258, while Kansas City in the last four 
months handled 296,336. Here is about one 
half million cattle returned to the country in 
the last four months from the two stock 
yards of Omaha and Kansas City. The stock 
yards of this city have just issued a tabular 
statement as to the sources from whence the 
Kansas City supply was obtained. Texas, 
the Indian Territory and Oklahoma com- 
bined show that we received in the past year 
891,148 cattle, but from the State of Kansas 
alone in the same time we received 884,609. 
In the past week city papers have contained 
quite an amount of ambiguous information as 
to what the great packer Michael Cudahy was 
going to do in Kansas City. He was here 
for several days and was a constant visitor 
at the various packing houses. Rumors that 
he would purchase the Fowler plant, but this 
both he and Mr. Geo, Fowler promptly de- 
nied. The papers also have it that he had 
several interviews with the stock yard’s man- 
ager, who, being very desirous of having Mr. 
Cudahy build a packinghouse here, offering 
him special inducements; and though these 
papers have written considerable chaff on 
this matter, still the knowing ones declare 
that smoke from the Cudahy packinghouse 
wisi darken the Kansas City air before a year 
has flown—one thing certain is that the Cuda- 
hys are constantly buyers of cattle in this 
city, and in October shipped 5,284 head of 
eattle from this market. Quite a falling off 
is noticed in the receipts of old Mexico cattle 
during the past month of October, when only 
8,497 head crossed the Rio Grande into the 





United States, against 11,325 head in Oc- 
tober one year ago. 

Shipment of export cattle to the seaboard 
15 cars, against 16 cars for previous week 
and 64 cars for same week 1896. Shipment 
of feeders to the country past week 624 cars, 
against 524 cars last week, and 156 cars for 
corresponding week of 1896. The outside 
purchasers, of cattle as follows: Hall, 275 
head; Swift, 195; Cudahy, 185; Hammond, 
207, and Kraus, 53—a most noticeable falling 
off from previous weeks. 

HOGS.—During the past week the quality 
of the hogs received was fairly good, in fact 
not much complaint on this matter by the 
packers who were pretty free purchasers; and 
with the exception when the top price paid 
was $3.52%4, the price paia for the balance 
of the week for tops was an even $3.60 richt 
along. The bulk on Monday, $3.40@$3.45: 
Tuesday, $3.471446@$3.57%; Wednesday, $3.50 
@$3.5714; Thursday, $3.45@$3.52%4; Friday, 


and Saturday, $3.45@$3.55. Pigs are in 
fair supply and pretty good demand. In the 
first of the week saw $3.50@$3.55, and 


finally closed ranging from $3.55@$3.45, ac- 
cording to the quality. Morris Butt & Co., 
the largest shjppers of hogs to the City of Mex- 
ico, were in the market during the early part 
of the week, and, therefore, heavy hogs were 
in very much favor, indeed, all choice heavy 
hogs sold evenly with the best grades, but 
after purchasing some twelve carloads, they 
retired from the market and immediately a 
drop of 5c. was recorded on heavy hogs, and 
towards the close of the week they were 
fully 10c. lower, closing the week at $3.35@ 
$3.50. The outlook for heavy run of hogs 
is still good, and it is noticeable in spite of 
the heavy supply of corn in the country that 
the hogs are arriving in all the markets at a 
lower average than formerly. For instance, 
in October Kansas City averaged 210, Chi- 
cago 244, Sioux City 281 and Omaha 286; 
this average cuts quite a figure in the amount 
of pork received. For instance, this year in 
October Kansas City received 226,559 hogs, 
making a gross amount of 47,000,577 pounds. 
In October, 1897, the receipts in Kansas City 
212.849, but the average was 229M, 
therefore we received 48,000,742 pounds, so 
that actually, though receipts heavier in 
numbers, lighter in weight. Outside pur- 
chasers for the past week shipped 4,294 hogs, 
against 2,227 hogs previous week.

EXPORTS OF MEAT. 


Some idea of the extent to which inspec- 
tions of meat products for exportation have 
increased may be’ gathered from the figures 
given in the annual! report of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry for the last fiscal year. The 
inspections of meat products for exportation, 
which amounted to only 4,000,000 in 1802-93, 
numbered 26,000,000 in 1896-97. Certificates 
issued upon these inspections covered ship- 
ments of nearly 1,200,000 quarters and over 
20,000,000 pieces of fresh beef; 1,200 carcas- 
ses of sheep, nearly 4,000 carcasses of hogs, 
more than 500,000 packagew of beef, nearly 
4,000 packages of mutton and about 412,000 
packages of pork, of which about 120,000 
contained pork microscopically examined. 
The number of animals exported under the 
supervision of the inspectors consisted of | 
about 300,000 cattle, 185,000 sheep, 23,000 
horses and 100 mules, and the work’of inspec- 
tion was carried on at 128 abattoirs and pack- 
inghouses in thirty-three cities.
